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A COAL FAMINE. 

Tlio prospect is that there will bo a coal 
faiuiiio ill California duriuy tho coining 
winter. Tlio rousou of this is' that tho 
uupply from Austrulia hua been out pff for 
no one knows how long. ' The miners of 
Newoastle, New South tValeB,have struck, 
and there is no telling how long the difli- 
|Culty between them and their employers 
^ill last. Tlio coal on tho way from tlio 
Austnilian mines will .iooii bo consuiiiod, 
and thou California will liiivo to dopond 
upnii tho Coast iiiinua and n littlo from 
l!)m,dand. In South Australia tho prico 
of coal ha.4 already advanced from eight 
to tliirty-ono shillings a ton, and tlioro is 
)ndspcct of it going up lii»lior still. Mol- 
bourno has only one niunth's supply, and 
is already making arningoinouts to get 
coal from England. In Sun Francisco 
some of the men in the 'coal trade who 
know what the requirements of the mar- 
ke", are, contidoiitly duularo that coal will, 
before long, bo .S'-5 a Ion. And so it 
would bo il all who have the command of 
tho au|)i)ly wore detormiiiud lo inako 
tho mo.it out of tiiu iioce.ssitica 
of tlio cii.'d cou.sunier.s of Califor- 
nia, tirasping men wiuddsoizo the pro- 
.sent cliHiice with avidity to screw every 
dollar that they [lo.saibly could out of tho 
citizens of San Fraucisco. But Messrs. 
Dunsuiuir, tho proprietors of the princi- 
pal mines of the coast, have signified their 
intention of charging no more for their coal 
in San Krancisco than the iirico at wliicii 
tlioy have boon soiling it for the last tliroo 
nioMths, which is si.xtoou dollars a ton. 
'['his very conimeiidablo moderation on 
tlioir part will have tho olfoct of kooping 
down tho prico of ccpal in the San Fran- 
cisco market, for no oiio will give any 
other dealers twenty-five or thirty dollars 
a toll for coal when they can get it from 
Dunainuir & Sons for sixteen dolhirs, 
which is the jobbing price. No one 
seems to know how long the coal famiiu^ 
in California will last. The Australian 
miners appear detenniiicd to hold out 
and the mine owiioi'.s have resolved not to 
yield. Both [larties kooip to be ocpially 
firm. Tho traile apia^ais to be at present 
comiilotely disorganized and no matter 
wlieii the dilHcully between the iiiinors 
and their empiiiyors may bo adjusted, it 
will lie some time befvre it resumes its 
wonted oonrsu.

:ordanco with the Motiior Country's 
treaty engagements. Tlio Australians 
Hooiii to have paid but littlo attention to 
tho latter consideration. The draft , 'bill 
hich was agreed upon by the convention 
to bo adopted by all tho colonies is ex- 
ceedingly striiigeiit. It i.s, in fact, almost 
prohibitory. No vessel eiiu bring more 
than one Cliineae pa.sseugcr f(jr every odd 
tons under a penalty of $'2, MO for eaeli 
Chinese in uxecsa of that numljer. Tiioir 
passage from one ccduny Lo another is 
subject to the most severe TOStrietions. 
The bill jirovides that no Chinese shall 
enter a colony by land without first ob 
laining a permit in writing fr.an sonic 
person appointed by the Governor-in- 
Couucil. Any Chinese so entering with 
out a permit shall be guilty of a misde 
Mieanor and liable to imprisonment with 
ur without hard labor for any torui not 
exceeding six mouths. When 
.Salisljury wrote lii.-s K.ttef there was 
a ))rospeet that tho si'verely restrictive laws 
of the colonicb wouhl not be olt'eiiaive to 
Oliinose (iovernmeiit iis it wiis declared ti' 
be the policy of that government to dis 
courage emigration.

AN AUSTRALIAN QUESTION. 

It took the Iiiiporiid Government a 
long time to, understand nnd appreciate 
the nature and tlie force of the objections 
which tho inhabitants of the colonies ex- 
posed to it liave to unroatrictod Chinese 
iuiiuigration. liritisli statesmen appeased 
to think th.'it the tlisliko tolmvo Uhiiianioii 
as nienibors of their coininuuitios was an 
nnrea.sonable antipathy which would wear 
away in titno. They did nut seoiu lo give 
siilliciont weight to the fact that noniattci 
where the country was situated or what 
its political institutions, its inhabitants 
whO'Como in contact with the Chinese iiu- 
niijjrants disliked them, and were detor- 
uiiued if they could, tOprovout any increase 
of tlioir numbers. The anti-Ohinese fool- 
ing was as stroug in California as it was 
in Australia and British Cidumbia. It 
did not sooni to occur to tliuiii that there 
must be some dueply-rootcd cause for this 
genorni and strong dctoriuiuation to ex- 
clude the Chiiioso from tho societies wliicli 
they were fiiriuing, Tiine showed that 
tluM was nut the result of a mere 
temporary race prejudice, for the longer 
tho Chinese wore' in an Aiii^lo-tSaxon com- 
munity the more obnoxious did they be- 
come, and the more guttled the deter- 
mination not to toloratb thoir residence 
in tho country. In Auatridia the agita- 
tion against the. Chinese bouaine so atron;; 
tli.at tho [ [oiiie ( iovoriiiiioiit found it iiniios- 
siblo lo ign»re it. 'riio peoiilo of all the 
colonies iiriitosleil against a continuation 
of Chiiicsi' iiniiiigration. The position ot 
their country lu.idc the fear that the 
iiillu.v of t'liineso would iu tiiuo become 
so great that they would he swamped by 
the.m appear to be by no means ground- 
less. Iltistrictive laws were passed and 
tho represontHtious on tho subject tiii the 
Colonial Oltice became, so frequent and 
were so strongly worded that the Govern- 
ment felt tlieinselveB compellod to take 
some action in the nmttor. X convention 
of the 1 e-iiresoutalivos of the colonies mcl 
and stated the couclusioim Ui wljich they 
can 10 in a tolegrani to the Irfocretary ol 
Slalo for the Uoionios. Those conclu- 
sions were aflerw.inlH ciuhodied in a hill 
called the (Jliineso Ilestrictioii liill, a sum- 
mary of which was also sent to tita Colo 
nial OlUcn. It was clear ' that ' tho A us- 
tralitui Colonies iliuaiit businesif, and their 
views and intoutiuiis pu the sub 
ject of Cliineae immigration . could 
not be ignored or' safely opposed. 
To prevent a rupture with tin 
Chinese government with wliicli Knglaiid 
was oil tho most friendly terms, and 
coiir.u'ed by the tone of the negotiations 
botwoen the goveriiineiits of the riiitcd 
States and (Jhiiia on the same subject, 
lioid .Salisbury addressed a letter to Sir 
.1. Walsliaiii, the Itritish iMinistor at llie 
court 111' i'ekiii, in wliioh he reviewed tin 
}^ action taken by the Al^gtralian goverii-

CAN.'StU.A'S I'OSl'riON. 

It seems aluiosl ini[iossiblo for our 
I'liited States' neighbors to understand 
the exact relation there is between CJival 
Britain and Canada. The OreijoiHUf, 
which is one of tho ablest and best don- 
ducted journals on the Pacific Coast, in 
an tuticlu advocating the annexation of 
Canada to the I'liited Slates, 3.'iy8 "Cana- 
da is but a bill of pxiiensc to Kiigland.' 
Phis is altogether a uiisl.-ilce. Canada i.s 
self-supporting as well as self-gnveriiinv;. 
It is true that Canada if it wore atlaeked 
by a foreign enemy would bo defended by 
the British army and tho Urilish navy 
but we think that it would bo liaril to 
prove that if Groat Uritain wore to lose 
Canada to-inorrow,slio would decrease h-ir 
army by one regiment or her navy by oiu' 
ship. iSreat Britain reiiuires every soldier 
and every sailor she has, and a gmal many 
more too, according to some who wish to 
be regarded as atiihorities, to m.dntaiii 
her position and her prestige among the 
nations of Kurope. To secure iniiiinniiy 
from invasion if she did not possess .i 
single colony, she would be under the 
necessity of luaintaining u fleet and a 
standing army very nearly, if not quite, 
strong as she possos.sos at present. 
It was the fashion some years ago 
with a certain school of politicians to de- 
nounce colonies as burdens and to declare 
that the Mother Country would be bettor 
without thetn. But that day has gmu' by 
and is not likely to return. The great 
ICnglish-speaking coimnuiiil ies which are 
proud of their allegianei: tn (lieat ljrit;iin 
have become dependencies only in iiaiiie. 
Thov are to her.i snuree of strength rather 
than of weakness or cinliarrassmei'.t. They 
are year by year becoming stronger and 
stronger and their attachment to wimt 
they fondly call tho "Old Country," is 
evidently growing with thoir growth. The 
prospect of their beeuming more closely 
united to the parent nation and to each 
other is now no longer a mere dream. 
There are indications that i liey u ill one 
day, and tli.'it not very f.-ir di.-,taiit, fnriii 
one iif the strongest ledi.'iat ions that the 
world has ever seen. Tleere are lull few 
ill these days who are fimlisli onougli to
